What Shall We 


and Wayfarers? 


A Massachusetts Inquiry .Brings 


Out Facts Which Apply Witli 
Equal Force to Other Sections 
of the Country—An Unavoid- 
able Result of Our Civilization. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


Pnblio interest in tho subject of tramps 


6Dd wayfarers in Now York city lias 
lately bec-n aronsed by tho closing of the 
police station lodgiugs, uad by tlio nu- 
merous newspaper articles ou tho float- 
ing burgo which, is intended in Rome d«- 
gree to repUco them. Tho subject is one 
•which concerns many parts of tho Unit- 
ed States, so that the experience uiid 
practice of Massachusetts may have val- 
ue in regard to the aspects of this social 
problem. 


In tha report of the Massachusetts 


board to investigate the eubjoot of tho 
unemployed v?o find 100 pages devoted 
to tho evidence collected regarding way- 
forers and tramps. This board, organized 
In tho commonwealth of Massachusetts 
toward the end of June, 1894, •went cmt 
of office by the act -which created it on 
the second Wednesday of March, 1803. 
Theio were three commissioners—David 
F. Aloreland, David R. Dewey and 
HaTenO. Porham. The board heard tes- 
timony as to the records, tho provisions 
and the easterns of some 07 towns in 
dealing -with this class of the uornvork- 
ing population. Tho list includes Eos- 
ton, 
Spring-field, 
Worcester, 
Najth 


Adams, New Bedford, Lawrence, Lynni 
'and Fall Hirer, and tho report gives n | 
tablo cf ttvo groups of small towns, the 
one having Boston as a center, the other 
Springfield. Both these cities havo way- 
farers' lodges, with the usual aiTange- 
menta of bashs, meals and work test 


About 100 witnesses were examined. 


Among thosB'who gave testimony were 
more than 80 members of the police 
force, several city marshals and their 
assistanto, feeepars of the lockup or tho 
tramproom; overseers of the poor, se- 
lectmen, superintendents of tho poor 
fauna, two judges, two street commis- 
sioners, tho superintendents of tho way- 
farers' lodges, a deputy sheriff, a. town 
clerk, a. probation officer and a tramp I 
ofQoer. Besides these officials a number 
of persons with ruoro or less practical 
knowledge of the matter were called 
upon. Of these eight were clergymen. 
Several wave mission workers or work- 
ers in the Associated Charities, one was 
on editor, one an ex-mayor, several 
•were representatives of tha trades un- 
ions, and one was a "detective," whose 
testimony is given anonymously, lest 
the publication of his name should in- 
terfere with his professional usefulness 
One woman is on the list, the sicrstary 
of n relief association. 


A few facts stand out pretty clearly 


In the moss of printed testimony. As far 
as the year 1894 was concerned, there 
was a considerable 
increase in tho 


number of tramps, and many of these. 
•were reported as being, on the whole, of 
a better class than formerly. But, says 
the report, tho moss of evidence "tends 
to show thot not more than one in ten 
of those who apply in ordinary times is 
deserving of assistance." The report 
then goes on to say: "Tho question 
arises whether society has a right to 
encourage without reason tho system— 
t e., the present one of police lodgings, 
under which so many men become ut- 
terly degraded. No specific cure for the 
removal of the evil can bo suggested. 
Nothing less than a wide co-operation 
of police officers, judges and charitably 
disposed individuals con be of much 
service." 


The legislation and the palliative 


measures, snch as tho establishment of 
& stnte labor colony, which are suggest- 
ed by the board, need not bo discussed. 


But a good deal of tho testimony us 


to tho way in which tramps ore treated 
in the various towns i3 of interest 
There is no uniformity in it, and there 
is a lock of supervisory administration. 
To quote from the report, "Tho prac- 
tice now most prevalent—placing way- 
farers nominally in the care of the local 
overseers of the poor, who transfer tha 
active responsibility to the local police 
—is unfortunate for all concerned. " 


Host of the cities and towns furnish 


B warm room whure the tramps may 
sleep on the floor or on an inclined 
board. They give crackers for breakfast 
(one police official spe.'iks of this refresh- 
ment as "excellent crackers and wa- 
ter"), and they require no work in re- 
turn. A few towns famish warm meals, 
and a few require a work test snch as 
wood chopping, breaking stone or gen- 
eral -work about the police stations. In 
several instances these lodgings are in 
the basement of the station houses; in 
at least one they ore in tho basement of 
I be town stables. A number of police 
officials practice a simple devi ce for free- 
ing their towns of tramps. At the sta- 
tion they issue lodging tickets to the 
almshouse, which is usually two or 
three miles off, so that the applicants 
often prefer to walk on to the nest town 
whioh Is not so far avray. Arrangements 
of this sort are very common, the towns 
being chiefly interested in getting rid of 
the.tramps as cheaply and as qnickly as 
possible. .Many of the smaller towns feel 
that they cannot- afford the costs, of 
transportation and prosecution of those 
who ere clearly vagrants. "Even when 
conviction has taken place the public 
has no assurance that the penalty will 
be enforced," says the report, "for the 
jails :ln BOTJO sections of :ffie state are 
overcrowded, particularly in tie winter 
•esson, and persons committed for slight 
offense*, among which vagrancy i^class- 


<,'of ten turned; looie. in... orderto 


leave rx>in for those whcso offenses an. 
more serious.'' Even when the sentence 
is served but slightly deterrent eEtPRti 
are noticed, tramps often taking a good, 
deal of trouble to get into some pen.il 
institution •when winter comcB on. 


Someoight or ten of the witnesses ad- 


vance theories as to tha causes which 
tend to produce this great army of va- 
griuita. Rum and tho immigration laws 
Me two of tbo reasons assigned. The 
president of the Associated Charities in 
Lynn snys: ".Tho root of all theso mut- 
ters is the -undisciplined charity ol good 
Eouls. Tho trouble everywhere is misdi- 
rected charity." But the majority of 
those who attempt to assign any reason 
say that a. considerable number aro 
"men who took the road from necessity 
and stick to it from choice." Displaced 
by an economic crisis or by the invention 
of a new machine, theso men begin to 
tramp in a search for,work. Failing to 
bs renbaorbed .in onr industrial life, and 
discovering how easy it is to live "with- 
out work, they become irreclaimable 
tramps. 


The board made .extensive inquiries 


as to tho work test both us to tho way 
in which it is applied at present and as 
to means to make it .more effective in 
.the future. It is pretty generally admit- 
ted that the work test does, on the 
whole, act as a deterrent to tramps— 
that is, they avoid the place where it is 
iu force. 
The investigation shoves that 


tho work test does not, broadly speak- 
ing, at present amount to much. Several 
of .tho police officers testified that it was 
more expensive to set tramps at worlr 
and watch them to prevent their run- 
ning away or breaking tho tools than 
it was to hurry them along to the next 
town as fast as possible. 
In the way- 


farers' lodgo tho work test is strictly 
applied. 
The work provided is usually 


in a wood yard. Some people object that 
this kind of labor is very hard upon a 
genuine workman like a tailor, whose 
occupation, is a sedentary one. 
On tha 


other hand, it is urged that tho super- 
intendents nre supposed to uso common 
sense and good judgment in the matter. 
Somo of the witnesses speak enthnsi&s- 
tically of the 
success of these •wood 


yards, but others seem rather doubtful 
about trying the experiment on. an ex- 
tensive scale. Mr. Hobert A. Woods of 
Andover house, Boston, in answer to 
the remark, "It has been said'thatif 
tho agencies took cafo of any more 
tramps they could not dispose of tho 
product of their work," replied, "I 
think in that case it would well pay 
the city to burn np the extra wood 
sawed." 


It must be remembered that in large 


cities the mission and slum lodging 
houses tend to complicate the problem. 
The street commissioners who appeared 
as witnesses were questioned as to 
whether tramps could not advantageous- 
ly bo put to work breaking stone for tho 
public roads. 
One said it would cost 


too much, and added, ' 'You have got n 
hard problem, gentlemen. " The other 
stated: "It is doubtful whether the tax- 
' payers would submit to having tho 
tramps put upon the highways and oth- 
er public works and made in that way 
to pay for tho accommodations which 
they get The unemployed would think 
that such work was depriving them of 
their legitimate means of living." Ono 
of the clergymen said, "I would put 
them in an institution and educate them 
up to where they-would once more be 
willing to work, for it is simply a dis- 
ease and can bo gotten out of men," 


The separation of the tramp from the 


genuine unemployed person is at the 
bottom of the work test 
The majority 


of the statements contained in the testi- 
mony on the subject either say or take 
for granted that tho-proper way of solv- 
ing tho problem is to begin with the 
tramp. Nothing can really be done with 
tho temporary wayfarer till the true 
tramp and vagrant is shuffled away out 
of sight and hearing of respectable peo- 
ple. And to that end various recommen- 
dations arc made; involving a more 01 
less costly.and elaborate state machinery 
of penal intsritutious and work tests. 


Meantime working men are tramping 


our highroads iu a vain search for work. 
It is only when they find none for weary 
months that they sink into hopeless 
moral degeneration. 


Observers of our present social condi- 


tions are coming more and more to re- 
gard the tramp as thevisibleretribution 
for our industrial sins. If this is true,' 
a costly and elaborate machinery of va- 
grant laws . and work1 tests may drive 
him for a tiinn out of tho town or'city 
or state where their application is most 
rigid, but if can never eliminate him ai 
a factor in oar civilization.:

BELLS KIW&, CANIfOirS BOOMED 


AND PEOPLE CHEERED 
. 


At the Performance of the 


Ceremony. 


IENT1STsz 


Moscow, Slay 27.—Yestferday was the 


'-•hlef day of all ceremoriiea connected 
with this Ions festival—the day up U 
v/hich all the previous days have led. 
The wcathw was'flne and the sky cloud: 
lc?y. The 
Kremlin waa surrounded 


by waiting crowds, who had no poeslbJi 
hope of setting Inside, but were aatlvflfd 
to tee what they could outside the wally. 
Troops headed by ua.nds of music-began 
moving at £ o-'clock In the mornlui,'-. 
marching- to the Kremlin. At 7'o'clock 
a sialvo of iil gunb waa fired, and at T:2C 
the bella of the cathedral began to paal. 
AsHtirnbled in the halls of the Krenillr. 
[iala.ce were all of the personages form- 
Inj; Ihe czar's cortege, the ladles of thi. 
lourt, noted dignitaries, officers III uni- 
form, etc. 


A'o one outside the members of the Im- 


perial family, the foreign soverelpnr 
princes or their representatives, the dip- 
lomatic corps a.nd a favored few •>ver': 
allowed to enter the cathedral. 
The 


cathedrals of. the Assumption, the An-, 
nunclatlon and the Archa-n^el .were cun- 
nectod by means of a wide path carpeted 
with crimson cloth, stretching from tlr 
red s.talrcaae and branching off to tht- 
doorg of the cathedral and to the en- 
trances of thc'.Iarjre square of the Krem- 
lin, through.whlch their majesties passer": 
on making the circuit of the cathedral? 
and the Ivan tower, after being crowntd. 
In order to show themselves to the popu- 
lace. Just before it was'time for tlr 
csar to appear at the top of the rec1 
square, the broad spaces of the Krcm-' 
lln were densely packed with perhap? 
100,000 people pressing closely up to th« 
very fence of the inner square between 
the cathedrals. 


The cathedral presented a most.brill- 


iant appearance within. Plates of soln 
covered the walls, and there is scarcely 
cny space that is not coated with pre- 
cious metals or stor.es, or painted with 
frescoes or portraits of martyrs, saints, 
angels, the Virgin, or symbols of the 
Holy Trinity. Between the four pillars 
In the center of the church, on a dlas 
•covered with red velvet, bordered with 
heavy gold trimmings, embroidered at 
the corners 
v.-ith eagles, were two 


thrones, mapnlflcently decorated. 
At 


8:15 
numerous ladles and gentlemen ol 


the court, in brilliant dresses and uni- 
forms, ente.-ed and took their places, 
and at S:30 -the great bell In the Ivan 
tower beyan to boom, giving the signal 
topall other bells, which took up the peal, 
and resounded throuehout the city. A 
large number of bishops and priests, in 
r/iagnlficerit ceremonial robes ivere i;i 
attendance. 


As the bell of Ivan Veliki tolled out 


the half-hour, the male choir, which In 
Greek churches IB always concealed, be- 
tiin to Intone the Te Deum. At 8:45 the 
diplomatic body and special envoys 
slowly, filed Into the sacred building. 
The choir continued singing, and at 0 
o'clock the sound or cheers and. roars 
from the waiting throngs outside an-, 
nounced the fact that tho roy'al party 
was approaching., All Moscow had come 
to catch a jllmpse of the emperor and 
empress and their brilliant suite, as they 
descended the led staircase from the 
Kremlin palace and- crossed the en- 
closure to the cathedral. Shout after 
shout rose upon the air, drums sounded, 
bells pealed, and the bands grouped In 
the great square played the national 
anthem. 
Then through the throngs 


were seen the great dlg-nitarles of state, 
bearing the Imperial Insignia, rcgall.i 
and coronation robes, which they de- 
posited on richly worked cushions upon 
a table near the throne. The sword ami 
f!a.g of state were stationed on each side 
of the short flight of steps leading; up 
from the altar to the throne dlas. and 
were guarded by four major, generals 
with drawn swords. 


The first of the imperial party to ap- 


pear was. the dowager czarina, mother 
of. the 
empercr. Immediately 
after, 


amid tumultuous shouts from the out- 
side, the emperor and empress appeartrt. 
They were received by the clecgy imti 
escorted to the steps of the altar. The 
emperor was In the dark green and'gold 
uniform of a general of the guards, with 
high boots. The empress was dressed 
In a silver robe with a long train, which 
n-as borne by four pages. Arriving at 
the altar steps, the metropolitan of .Mos- 
cow and the Grand Duke Serslus wel- 
comed the emperor and empress In the-/ 
holy building. The metropolitan of St. 
Petersburg presented the cross for them 
to kiss, 'ami the metropolitan of Kleff 
presented them with the holy -water." 
/it'tcr bowins three times before the 
altar, and kissing the sacred lm:iges 
their majesties ascended the ste'ps'ar.d 
took their places In front of the altar,- 
with their bacjts to the thrones. 
The- 


Econe was one of sreat beauty, as the 
Imperial couple stood awaiting the serv- 
ice which was to proclaim them emperor 
and empress of all the Russlas. 


As the. emperor and empress'entered 


tha cathedral, the choir sang a psalm. 
The metropolitan of St. Petersburg-, as 
the hymn ceased, stepped forward and 
handed the emperor a mlssai; saying: 
."Gratias Splrltus Sancti sit Semper To- 
cum. 
Amen," and bade him read aloud 


the Orthodox creed, which .he did in-a 
voice audible to all. This was followed 
by the reading of the litany,with prayers 
for God's blessing upon- the czar's gov- 
ernment. The choir then sang- "God IE' 
the Lord," with the response, "Lord:- 
Save Thy People." The metropolitans 
of KiefC anil St. Petersburg then as- 
sisted the czar to don the - Imperial, 
mantle, made of cloth of gold, lined wltl/ 
ermine, which was presented on two 
golden cushions by court chamberlains. 
After clonning'the mantle, the emperor 
assumed the diamond collar of St. An., 
drew,-the metropolitan of St. Peters- 
burg saying-: "In Nomine Patrls et-FlJU 
tt Splrltus Sancti, Arneu." Then, turn- 
Ing to the altar, the czar bowed his head 
to the prelate of Novgorod, who'crossed 
his hands upon his majesty's-forehead. 
and said- "May the Lord anoint.him 
with the c.-- of joy; may he clothe him 
with j>ow~ nnd place" upon bJs head a 
crown of precious stones of long life; 
may he gl--e Into his right hand the 
sceptre or ..alvation. set him.upon thr 
throne of righteousness, and preserve 
with his protection the established rule." 


Immediately after this .the 'czar re-' 


cetved the crown from the metropolitan 
of SL Petersburg,-and, standing in full 
sig-hl of all the people, and still.before 
the »iuu. with both, Uan'ls olaccj the 


fTowir upon hlB head. Then, taking his 
aceptre, -in which, blazed' the. famous 
C'rlofC diamond, In his right hand, and 
•he globe of the empire In his left, he 
ascended- the dais and took his seat upon 
ibe throne, the empress still standing 
!n her former place. This was the su- 
preme moment of all, and, when gazing 
round the church and seeing representa- 
tives.from hearly every district of this 
nighty empire, and beholding the czar 
.iTting on his throne of state, with the 
:ymbols of power given to him by the 
iighest authority In the land, one had a 
L-yaiizIng sense of the great power vrfeld- 
•<?. by the man. In whoae honor this great 
"unction v.'as held. At the moment uf 
. ils takln/j his seat on the throne, the 
•nnnon of the arsenal thundered forth, 


r.hc- belis rang, and the bards, massed 
'utside, played the national anthem. 


The emperor: after merely occupying 


'.be throne.for a few seconds, rose, and 
placing the sceptre and the globe on the 
..able.by his side, turned to the empro^s 
•-tid, .taking off his crown, touched her 
i'oreliead. with It. She then knelt before 
'•Jrn on a crimson velvet cushion, wher: 
he emperor placed upon her head her 
jwn crown, which is surmounted by a, 
iirge sapphire. 
The empress'-Jadies 


•f honor fixed the crown on her he-ad 
.v'lth a guld comb, -and then robed her In 
.cr mantle of cloth of gold, ermine-lined 
'.Ikc-.the emperor's. • She was also in- 
vested wllh the collar of *it. Andrev,1, 
ind wa? le.d to her throne? by the cm- 
?cror, and remained seated by his side, 
fhn emperor then resumed his sci'ptre 
ind orb, and the clergy broke forth Into 
t mag;nlflc;ent anthem, of course in the 
>ld Slavonic tongue. The members of 
:he Imperial family and the 
fore!g-n 


.jrlnces now advanced and congratulated 
'.lie imperial couple, while others In the 
.-hurch bowed thrice toward the throne, 
Jius expressing their felicitations. 


Suddenly tho cannon, bells and bands 


;»ased, and a deep silence ensued, while 
.he czar knelt and solemnly prayed for 
.trength'and wisdom. 


When the czar rose from his knees, the 


:Yietropoiltan of St. Petersburg began a, 
ji-ayer for.the emperor, at which every 
one in the cathedral knelt, with the ex- 
ception, of ".the emperor, who stood erecl.' 
wearing his crown. The metropolitan 
.'.hen stepped forward to the foot of the 
iais and made a short address to the 
czar on the importance and duties of his 
oillce. After tho emperor had taken the 
jceptre, the metropolitan said: 
"God 


hath crowned this God-given, God- 
idorned, most God-fearing autocrat and 
sreat monarch emperor of all the Rus- 
iias. Take thyself the sceptre and ball 
3f the empire, the visible image of the 
^ole sovereignty over the people, given 
:-jy the .most high for their government, 
•promotion and every desirable well-be- 
:ns." 


After this the choir sang the Te Deum, 


'.nd the bells of the Kremlin again rang 
•jut. At the Invitation of the metro- 
politan, the royal couple then descended 
Li'cm the dais and walked to the entrance 
..f the sanctuary,where the metropolitan 
A 51. Petersburg, with a branch of gold, 
Crinkled the forehead, eyes, lips, HOG- 
I'ils, ears, broast and the palms and 
jacks of'the hands of the emperor with 
niisecratccl oil, the prelate of KiefC re- 
moving the oil with a linen cloth. The 
.impress was merely sprinkled upon tile 
-,'orehead. ' Resuming their places upon 
.ihe dais, mass was now 'begun, and 
^.Itsr the consecration of the elements 
:ho emperor, the train of his coronation 
-ijbe being borne by the clergy, entered 
:he sanctuary behind the iconostas, and. 
received the communion. The empress 
likewise received communion, but kneel- 
ing at the sanctuary steps, as women arc 
not allowed within the icono*i*.s. After 
:lie communion, the emperor and em- 
press reascended their thrones, their in- 
signia being borne before them, and all 
of the court digpltarles grouped around 
them. The czar's chief almoner then re- 
cited the prayers which follow the com- 
munion. ' The choir then s.ang the "Ad 
.inultos annos" three times. The long 
"c-i:remony was now concluded by each of 
f.be annolnted kissing a golden crucifix 
containing a sacred rollc, which was 
held'up by the metropolitan of ICie.ff. 


Amid a. salvo of cannon and the clang- 


ing of bells, to which were joined the 
•rlghty acclamations of the people, the 
;mperlal couple, arrayed In their corona-' 
'.Ion splendor, emerged from the north- 
ern door of the cathedral under a.gorge- 
ous canopy, borne aloft by four 'court 
•-•hamberlains. The emperor, who still 
iield the sceptre and orb, preceded the 
empress by a few paces. The Imperial 
i;arty walked around outside tht: Ivan 
Veliki, which was surrounded by tri- 
bunes filled with guests, and re-entered 
the cathedral square between the Ivan 
tower and the Cathedral of the Arch- 
angel Michael, which they entered, and 
thence walked to the Cathedral "of the 
Annunciation, several -high dignitaries 
•Carrying- the trains of their mantles, 
.'he strains of the national anthsm, the 
"oyful pealing of the bells, the thunder 
of the .cannon and the loud, prolonged 
i-oar of the people contributed to make 
it a scene never to be forgotten. 


After, paying their devotions In the 


Cathedral of the Annunciation, 
their 


majesties placed themselves-again un- 
der the baldachin, and were escorted to 
the foot of the red staircase, which they 
ascended. At. the top, their, majesties, 
stopped, and turning toward their sub- 
jects, :bowed. -Then they entered the 
palace. 
. 
• 


'The emperor and empress subsequent- 


ly dined In slate'In the banqueting hall 
of the Grano-vitaya palace, wearing their 
imperial crowns and'mantles. The mem- 
bers' of the Imperial family and the chief 
-•le'rgy and high dignitaries of the em- 
-Ire.W&T-- their guests..

necessities, combined with the negro 
horde which was so cunningly and dia-

They give crackers for breakfast 
i one police official speaks of this refresh- 
ment as "excellent crackers and -wa- 
ter"), and they require1 no-work in re- 
turn. A few towns fnrnish -warm meals, 
nnd a few require a work test such.: as 
wood chopping, breaking stone or gen- 
eral work about the police stations. In 
several instances these lodgings are in 
the basement of the station hduses;;.in 
to, least one they' are .in the basement of 
Ite town stables. A number of police 
officials practice a simple device for.frec- 
ing their towns of tramps. >At the sta- 
tion they issued lodging tickets to the. 
RlmBhouse, which ia usually trvo pr, 
three miles c-ff, so' that the applicants 
often prefer, to walk on to the'neac town. 
which is not so far away. Arrangements 
of thia sort are very common, the towns 
being chiefly interested in getting rid of- 
the tramps as cheaply and. as quickly, aa" 
possible. .Many of the smaller, towu'sfeel 
that - they. cannot afford., the -costs.- of 
transportation and prosecution of .those 
who are clearly vagrants.. "Even when 
conviction 'haa token place the public 
has no assurance that the penalty vrill 
be enforced, "..says the- report, ."forthe. 
jaila in some sections of the state are. 
overcrowded, particularly in the winter 
eeaaon, and persons committed for slight; 
offenses, among which vagrancy is class-. 
ed, art often turned loose in : order to 


ly be put to ivork breaking stone ibr tho 
public, roads. 
One aaid it would cost 


too much, and added, ' 'You have got a 
hard problem, gentlemen." . Tha other 
stated: "It is doubtful whether the tax- 
payers would submit to having tho 
tramjis put upon the highways ani oth- 
er public works and made in that way 
to pay for the accommodations which 
they get. The -unemployed would think 
that Euch work was depriving them ol 


I their legitimate means of living." One 


of ths clergymen said, "I woUd put 
them in an institution and educate them 
up to where they -would once more be 
willing to work, for it is simply a dis- 
ease and can bo gotten out of men." 


The separation of the tramp" from the 


genuine unemployed person is at the 
bottom of the work test The majority 
of the statements contained in the testi- 
mony on the subject either say or take 
for giivnted that the proper way of solv- 
ing the problem is to. begin with the 
tramp. Nothing can really be done with 
the temporary -wayfarer till tie true 
tramp and vagrant is shuffled away out 
of sight and hearing of respectable peo- 
ple. And to that end various recommen- 
dationH are made,- involving a more 01 
less costly and elaborate state machinery 
of peuul institutions and work teats. 


Meantime working men are tramping 


our highroads in a vain search for work. 
It is only when they find none for weary 
months that" they ..sink into hopeless 
moral degeneration. - 


• Observers of our present social condi- 
tions are coming more and more to re- 
gard tho tramp as the visible retribution 
for our industrial sins. If .this ia true, 
a costly and elaborate, machinery of va^ 
grant, laws aad-work tests may drive 
him for a tima out of the town or city 
or state wntre their application ia mosl 
rigid, bat it can.never eliminate him a« 
a factor in our civilization.

CORONATION 


An Occasion of Most Im- 


pressive Scenes. 


BELLS KING, CANNONS BOOMED 


AND PEOPLE CHEERED 


At the Performance of the 


Ceremony. 


Moscow, Slay 27.—Yesterday was the, 


chief day of all ceremonies connected 
\vlth this long festival—the day .up tn 
v.'hlch all the previous days have led. 
The weather was fine and the sky cloud- 
hiss. The 
Kremlin 
was 
surrounded 


by waiting crowds, who had no possible 
hope oj getting Inside, but were saUifirc 
to fite what they could outside the walls. 
Troops headed !>y bands of music began 
moving at 6 o'clock In the morning, 
marching to the- Kremlin. At 7 o'clock 
a salvo of 21 guns was fired, and 3.1 
7:3C 


the bells of the cathedral began to penl. 
Assembled In the .halls of the Kremlin 
palace were all of the personages form- 
Ing the czar's cortege, the ladles of the 
lourt, noted 3lgnltarles, officers In un1- 
IUITD, etc. 


No one outside the members of the 1m- 


yerlal family, the foreign sovereigns, 
princes or their representatives, the dip- 
lomatic corps and a favored few we're 
allowed to enter the cathedral. 
The. 


cathedrals of the Assumption, the An- 
nunciation and the Archangel were con- 
nected by means of a wide path carpeted 
with crimson cloth, stretching froni thi- 
red staircase and branching oft to the 
floors of the cathedral and to the en- 
trances of the large square of the Krem- 
lin, through which their majesties passed 
on making the circuit oE the cathedrals 
and the Ivan tower, after being crowned. 
In order to show themselves to the popu- 
lace. Just bofore It was time for tlK: 
czar to appear at the top oE the red 
square, the broad spaces of the Krein-' 
lln were densely packed with perhaps 
100,000 people prosslns closely up to the 
very fence of the Inner square between 
the cathedrals. 


The cathedral presented a most brill- 


iant appearance within. Plates of g-olcl 
covered the- walls, and there Is scarcely 
nny space that Is not coated with pre- 
cious motals or stones, or painted with 
frescoes or portraits of martyrs, saints, 
angelo, the Virgin, or symbols of the 
Holy Trinity. Between the four pillars 
In the center of the church, on a dias 
covered with red velvet, bordered wlt-i 
heavy gold trimmings, embroidered at 
the 
corners v^th eagles, were two 


thrones, magnificently decorated. 
At 


8:15 numerous ladles and gentlemen of 
the court, in brilliant dresses and uni- 
forms, entered and took their places, 
and at 8:30 the great bell In the Ivan 
tower began to boom, giving the signal 
to all other bells, which took up the peal, 
and resounded throughout the city. A 
large number of bishops and priests, In 
magnificent ceremonial i-obes were In 
attendance. 


As the bell of Ivan Veliki tolled out 


the half-hour, the male choir, which In 
Greek churches Is always concealed, be- 
gan to Intone the Te Deum. At S:45 tho 
diplomatic body and special envoys 
slowly filed Into the sacred building;. 
The choir continued singing, and at 3 
o'clock the sound of cheers and roars 
from the waiting throngs outside an- 
nounced the fact that the royal party 
was apuroachlhg. All Moscow had come 
to catch a glimpse of. the emperor and 
empreas and their brilliant suite, as they 
descended tho red staircase from tha 
Kremlin palace and crossed the en- 
closure to the cathedral. Shout after 
shout rose upon the air, drums sounded, 
hells pealed, and the.bands grouped In 
the great square played the national 
anthem. 
Then through 
the throngs 


were seen the great dignitaries of state, 
bearing the Imperial Insignia, regalia 
and coronation robes, which they de- 
posited on richly worked cushions upon 
a table near the throne. The sword and 
fla.g of state were stationed on each side 
of the short flight of steps leading up 
from the altar to the throne dias, and 
were guarded by four major generals 
T/ith drawn swords. 


The flrst of the Imperial 'party to ap- 


pear was the dowager czarina, mother 
of 
the' emperor. Immediately after, 


amid tumultuous shouts from the out- 
side, tho omperor nnd empress appearud. 
They were received by the clergy and 
escorted to the steps of the altar. The 
emperor was In the dark green and gold 
uniform of a. general of the guards, with 
high hoots. The empress was dressed 
In a silver robe with a. long train, which 
was borne by four pages. Arriving at 
trie altar steps, the metropolitan of Mbg- 
ccw and the Grand Duke Serglus wel- 
comed the emperor and empress in the 
holy building. The metropolitan of St. 
Petersburg presented the cross for them 
to kiss, and the metropolitan of Kleff 
presented them with the holy water. 
After bowing- three times be.'ore the 
altar, and kissing the sacred images, 
their majesties ascended the steps and 
took their places In front of the altar, 
with their backs to the thrones. The 
scene was one of great beauty, as the 
Imperial couple stood awaiting the serv- 
ice which ti'as to proclaim them emperor 
and empress of all the Russlas. 


As the emperor and empress entered 


the cathedral, the choir sang a psalm. 
The metrcpolltan of St. Petersburg, as 
the hymn ceased, stepped forward and 
handod the emperor a missal, saying: 
"Gratlas Splrltus Sanctl sit Semper Te- 
cum, Amen," and bade him read aloud 
the Orthodox creed, which he did in n 
voice audible to all. This was followed 
by the reading of the litany, with prayers 
for God's blessing upon the czar's gov- 
ernment. The choir then sang "'God Is 
the Lord," with the response, "Lord. 
Save Thy People." The metropolitans 
of 
KlefC and St. Petersburg- then, as- 


sisted the czar to don the Imperial 
mantle, made of cloth of gold, lined with 
ermine, which was presented on two 
golden cushions by court chamberlains. 
After donning the mantle, the emperor 
assumed the diamond collar of St. An-: 
drew, the metropolitan of St."Peters- 
burg saying: "In Nomine Patrls et Fiili 
St Spiritus Saiic:U, Amen." Then, turn- 
ing to the altar, the czar bowed his head 
to the prelate of Novgorod, who crossed 
his hands upon his majesty's forehead, 
and said' "May the Lord anoint him 
with the rf; of joy; may he clothe him 
with p'own ind place upon his head a 
crown of precious stones of long life; 
may he gt--e Into his right hand the 
sceptre or: -alvatlon, set him- upon the 
throne of righteousness, and preserve 
with his protection the established rule.". 
"Immediately after this, the-czar re-, 


ceived. the orown from the'metropolitan,- 
of St. Petersburg, and, standing in full 
sight of all the people, and still'before; 
the altar, with both hands nlacca the 


r:rown upon his head. Then, taking his 
ireptre, in which blazed the famoua 
Orloff diamond, in his right hand, and 
the globe ot the empire In his left, he 
ascended the dais and took his seat upon 
Ihe throne, the empress still standing, 
in her former place. This was the su- 
preme moment of all. and, when gazing 
round the church and seeing representa- 
tives from nearly every district of this 
mijhty empire, and beholding the czar 
ilttlns on his throne of state, with the 
symbols of power given to him by the 
highest authority in the land, one had a 
realizing sense of the great power wield- 
ed by the man In whoso honor this great 
function v,-aa held. At tlie moment of 
his taking his seat on the throne, the 
Kinron of the arsenal thundered forth, 
the bells rang, and the bands, massed 
autalde, played tho national anthem. 


The emperor, after merely occupying 


the throne for a £ov,- seconds, rose, and 
placing the sceptre and the globe on the 
table by his Hide, turned to the empress 
iinfl, taking off hia crown, touched her 
!or(.head with It. She then knelt before 
Mm on a crimson velvet cushion, when 
the emperor placed upon her head h<?r 
JWFL crown, which Is surmounted by a 
!arj;e sapphire. 
The empress', ladies 


5f honor fixed the crown on her head 
.vlth a gold comb, and then robed ht;r In 
;er mantle of cloth of g'old. ermine-lined 
ilke the emperor's. She was also in- 
vested with the collar of St. Andrew, 
md was led to her throne by the om- 
nnror, and remained seated by his side. 
The emperor then resigned his sceptre 
and orb, and the clergy broke forth Into 
.t magnificent anthem, of course In the 
aid Slavonic tongue. The members of 
the Imperial family and the 
foreign 


princes now advanced and congratulated 
ihc imperial couple, while-others In the 
church bowed thrice toward the thror:e, 
thus expressing their felicitations. 


Suddenly the cannon, bells and bands- 


•cased, and a deep silence ensued, while 
'.he czar knelt and solemnly prayed for 
strength and wisdom. 


When the czar rose from his knees, the 


metropolitan of St. Petersburg bejan a 
grayer for the emperor, at which every 
one In the cathedral knelt, with the ex- 
ioption of the emperor, who stood erect, 
wearing his crown. The metropolitan 
ihcn stepped forward to the foot of the 
dais and made a short address to the 
;zar on the importance and duties of his 
•jfllce. After the emperor had taken the 
sceptre, the metropolitan said: 
"God 


hath 
crowned this God-given, God- 


adorned, most God-fearing autocrat and 
crreat monarch emperor of all the Rus- 
aias. Take thyself trie sceptre and ball 
j£ the empire, the visible image of the 
iole sovereignty over the people, given 
by the most high for their government, 
{.Tomotlon and every desirable well-be- 
i/iS." 


After this the choir sang the Te Deum. 


and the bells of iho Kremlin again rang 
out. At the Invitation of the metro- 
politan, the royal couple then descended 
irciii the dais ar.d walked to the entrance 
of the sanctuary,where the metropolitan 
>f St. Petersburg, with a branch of gold, 
Crinkled the forehead, eyes, lips, nos- 
trils, ears, breast and the palms and 
. nacks of the hands of the emperor with 
:onsecrated oil, the prelate of Kieff re- 
moving the oil with a linen cloth. The 
ornpress was merely sprinkled upon the 
foreh'ead. Resuming .their places upon 
llie'dais, mass was now besun. and 
il'ter the consecration of the elements 
the emperor, the train of his coronation 
robe being borne by the clergy, entered 
the sanctuary behind the Iconostas, and 
received the communion. The empress 
likewise received communion, but kneel- 
ing at the sanctuary steps, as women are 
not allowed within the lconorta.3. After 
the communion, the .emperor and em- 
pi-ess reasccndod their thrones, their in- 
signia being borae before them, and all 
of the court dignitaries grouped around 
(hem. 
The czar's chief almoner then re- 


cited the prayers which follow the com- 
rnunlon. The choir then sang the "Ad 
n:ultos annos" three times. The long 
c-.cremony was now concluded by each of 
the annolnted kissing a golden crucifix 
containing a sacred rolic, v.'hich was 
lield up by the metropolitan of KfefT. 


Amid a salvo oE cannon and the clar.g- 


iTig of bells, to which were joined the 
mighty acclamations of the people, the 
imperial couple, arrayed in their corona- 
tion splendor, emerged from the north- 
ern door of the cathedral under agorjre- 
DUS canopy, borne aloft hy four court 
chamberlains. 
The emperor, who still 


l.eld the sceptre and orb, preceded the 
empress by a few paces. The imperial 
tarty walked around outside the Ivan 
Veliki, which was surrounded by tri- 
bunes filled with guests, and re-entered 
the cathedral square between the Ivan 
tower and the Cathedral of the Arch- 
angel Michael, which they entered, and 
thence walked to the Cathedral of the 
Annunciation, several high dignitaries 
carrying the trains of their mantles, 
-.'he strains of the national anthem, the 
joyful pealing of the bells, the thunder 
of the cannon and the loud, prolonged 
roar of the people contributed to make 
U a scene never to be forgotten. 


After paying their devotions In the 


Cathedral of the Annunciation, their 
majesties placed themselves'again un- 
der the baldachin, and were escorted to 
the foot of the red staircase, which they 
ascended. At, the top, their majesties 
stopped, and turning toward their sub- 
jects, bowed. 
Then they entered the 


palace. 


The emperor and empress subsequent- 


ly dined in state In the banqueting hall 
cif the Granovltaya palace, wearing their 
imperial crowns and mantles. The mem- 
bers of the Imperial family and the chief 
vlergy and high dignitaries of the em- 


s-lre wera their guests.
